WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The ways and 


means committee gave a hearing yester- 
day to the silk Interest. 


!•'. W. Cheney, of South Manchester, 


Conn., president of the Silk Association 
of America, was the first gentlemsn 
heard. He favored the duty proposed 
by the Senate Tariff bill, which makes 
a reduction of ten per cent, on ailks. 
He was followed by Mr. Briton Eiohard- 
s«n, secretary of the saaoa society. He 
advocated the establishment of a com- 
pound duty on silk. One-half the silk 
used in this country, lie said, Is man- 
ufactured hero and with the necessary 
protection the Industry is bound to in- 
crease. The undervaluation of imports, 
he said, is a great obstacle to the Amer- 
ican manufacturer and should be reme- 
died. 


Mr. A. E. Kurscheldt, of New York, a 


manufacturer of silk braids, laces and 
other notions, spoke In favor of increas- 
ing the duty on silk from fifty to seven- 
ty-five per cent, ad valorem. 


Mr. Schloss next addressed the com- 


mittee. Ho favored increasing the d/uty 
on both tho raw silk and the manufact- 
ured article. He asked for a duty of 
twenty-live per cent, ad valorem on the 
raw and sixty per cent, ad valorem on 
the manufactured article. 


Mr. Walker, who has charge of the 


silk division o£ the Department of Ag- 
riculture, next addressed the committee. 
He told of tho results of tho experi- 
ments 
the Department 
had 
made 


and 
produced 
samples 
of 
silk 


made at the Department from the native 
product. The worm, he said, could be, 
and was being successfully cultivated in 
most parts of the United States, and as 
soon as tho manufacturers commenced 
using the raw silk he thought it would 
become a paying industry. To do this, 
however, ho baid a duty must be levied 
on the raw material sufficient to protect 
the homo producer and allow the indus- 
try to get a start. •U'his finished the 
silk hearingf, and the committee took a 
recess for one hour. 


John Dymond, president of tho Sugar 


Planters' Association of Louisiana, pre- 
sorted a memorial of that association, 
giving statistics of eugar production in 
Louisiana, Texas and Florida, as well 
as beet sugar in California and sorghum 
in Kansas. He claimed that the sugar 
product of Louisiana was large enough 
to regulate the market price of sugar 
and in that respect more than counter 
balances tho amount paid in taxes by 
tho people. Mr. Dymond claimed that 
beet-sugar production in California is an 
assured success; that the admission ol 
free sugar from the Hawaiian Islands 
did net depress the value of American 
sugar. Tho cost of ordinary labor in 
Louisiana was about four times the cosl 
of Cuban labor. 
Louisiana produced 


about one-eighth of the sugar consumed 
in this country. 


1'rof. \V. C. Htubbs, of the Louisiana 


experimental station, said that from hli 
observations for the past four years, na 
industry in tho United States had m»ds 
more progress than the Louisiana sugai 
industry. There was nothing to proven' 
an indefinite expansion of tho sugar in 
uustry in Louisiana but tho want o 
capital, and nothing prevented the em 
ployment of sufficient capital but tha 
need of confidence in tho permanent 
of tho industry. Prof. Stubbs could 
see no reason why in the course of a feu 
years sugar should not be produced al 
the way from Southern Nebraska to the 
Ciulf 
of Mexico—sorghum, beet aut 


cane. He asserted that Louisiana, undo 
proper condition and cultivation, conk 
produce all the sugar and cotton con 
sumed in tho United States. The num 
her of sugar planters is 1,100 and tho 
number of employes directly interested 


| in the sugar industry is between 400,001) 


I and 500,000. The most skill.ul and sue 


cessful sugar planters in Louisiana are 
Northern men: but few have made 
money over and above tho improve 
ments to plantations und machinery, 
which have been very large and ex 
pensive. 


Ex-Governor H. C. Warmoth corrobor 


ated tho statements of the previous wit 
nesses. 
He thought it very strange tha 


Northern and Western States should ask 
for a reduction on sugar while Louisiana 
bad to pay high duties on all sho pur 
chased from Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michi 
gan and other Northern States. Ill 
was opposed to any reduction of the tar 
ill on sugar. Louisiana planters supplj 
the New Orleans refiners about tw 
months in the year, the remainder o 
the year tho refineries are supplied witl 
free raw sugar from Hawaii. 


Representative Peters, of 
Kansas 


spoke in favor of encouraging the growth 
of silk, and explained tho raising o 
cocoons in Kansas. He wanted protec 
tion to raw silk by such legislation a: 
would stimulate tho industry which wai 
increasing beyond the expectation o 
its promoters. Taking up the question 
of sorghum growing in Kansas, Mr 
Peters argued that if Congress would le 
the sugar tariff alciie tho sorghum in 
dustry would take caro of itself.

It is interesting to note that the council 
is not indisposed to take precautionary 
steps for the safety of our people. 
The 


fact that death lurks in those wires has 
been frequently called to their attention. 
The time to act h before any accident oc- 
curs, and this fact should be constantly 
before the aldermen. The matter was 
referred to the Light committee for furth- 
er investigation.

While 
this might prove an inconvenience to, 
electrical companies, it would be far bet- 
ter than to sacrifice one human life.

Mr. Booysen, St., does not object to this, 
as he would he glad if all the wild aloes 
ou his farm were cleared out by any 
means whatsoever. The special wish of 
the father and win is that baboons would 
take to some tood providing operations 
which would got mi of tho prickly pear.
